by a permit to park might 
be sold for as much as $20 
per semester. 

“We are at present trying 
to prepare more space for 
parking bicycles,’ Thomas 
went on. “The regulation a- 
gainst bicycles on campus is 
no longer in effect. It’s pos- 
sible some of the students 
who live within walking or 
cycling distance would leave 
their cars home rather than 
pay for a permit. If we can 
get them to do this, it might 
be possible that everyone who 
lives so. far away.they have 
to drive could park in the 
school parking lot instead of 
the city streets.” 

Thomas’ idea is to sell as 
many as 20% more parking 
lot permits than there are 
spaces available, with the idea 
that not all people holding 
parking lot permits would 
be seeking parking spaces at 
the same time. 

Mr. Thomas is considering 
forwarding.the recommenda- 
tion to the administration 
that at least one area of the 
parking lot(s) be reserved for 
compact car parking only. 
Due to differences in length 
and width, this could add 
possibly 20-25% more parking 
space in the current diagonal 
parking.

“Argument in favor of a 
more ‘hands-off’ United States 
Foreign policy. (In this paper, 
UDC’s means underdeveloped 
countries, which include Chi- 
na, India, and nearly all the 
countries of Asia, Africa, and 


South America, and DC’s 
means developed countries, 
which would include Austral- 
ia, Japan, the U.S.S.R., South 
Africa and Italy.) 

The paper is written to 
gain support for and to spread 
the view that in the very near 
future we in the United States 
will have such a need for all 
our abilities, resources, and 
exertions here in our own 
country that we cannot af- 
ford to waste any of our 
efforts on the hopeless tasks 


of even partially modernizing 
the UDC’s, a task which, 
even if it could be accom- 
plished in time to avert the 
calamities which threaten the 
UDC’s would leave us in ser- 
ious difficulties in the long 
run. Therefore we should a- 
void close commercial and 
military — especially military 
— ties to the UDC’s. 

We should, however, in 
the unlikely event that we 
should receive requests from 
the UDC’s for it, give all 
possible medical aid  speci- 
fically for helping them to 
control the growth of their 
populations. We could also 
give all possible educational 
aid, including medical to epo- 
ple from the UDC’s who 
come to our country for that 
purpose, but after they re- 
ceive the educations for which 
they came, we should send 
them home to their own 
countries, as the Russians do 
in these cases, however frus- 
trating such students may 
expect to find conditions in 
their own countries.”
